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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-30 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Group 1 . A process for producing an organic hydroperoxide according to claims 
1-12, classified in class 568, subclass 342+. 

Group 2. A process for producing an organic hydroperoxide according to claims

25-30, classified in class 568, subclass 45+. 

The inventions of Groups 1-3 are independent and patentably distinct because 
there is no patentable co-action among the three groups and a reference anticipating 
one member will not render the other obvious.
